S.R.O. 1992 .— The following draft of an amendment in the Customs Duties 
Drawback (Artificial Silk) Rules, 1954 (published with the Notification of the 
Government of India, Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) No S.R.O. 
1795, dated the 28th May, 1954), which the Central Government proposes to 
make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 43-B of the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), is published for the information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be 
taken into consideration on 01 after the ioth June, 1957. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft betoie the said date will be considered by the Cen¬ 
tral Government. 

Draft Amendment 

In the said rules, for rule 7, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

‘‘7. Rate of draw back .—Subject to the provisions of these rules, a drawback 
shall be allowed at the following rates per each pound of goods shipped:— 

Art silk cloth manufactured out of 

(i) art silk yarn below 75 deniers. Rs. 1.75 

(ii) art silk varn of 75 deniers and above but not 

above 100 deniers. Rs. 1 25 

(iii) art silk yarn of above 100 deniers. Rs. 0.75”. 
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
